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REMARKS 

Summary of the Amendment 

The specification of the application was replaced by the specification attached herewith 
to include sequence identifiers where necessary in accordance with 37 CFR Section 1.821. 
No new matter has been added to the specification. 

Communication 

The Office has issued a Notification of Defective Response that (i) rejects the computer 
readable form of the sequence listing submitted by Applicants on December 3, 2004; and (ii) 
draws attention to informalities with the specification related to the absence of sequence 
identifiers in portions of the specification and drawings. Applicant respectfully asserts that the 
Notification of Defective response was issued in error and requests that the Notice be withdrawn 
and the application be examined in due course. 

As to (i) above, the Office asserts in the Notification of Defective Response that the 
Sequence Listing in paper or computer readable form does not exist and that the requests in the 
Notice of Missing Parts issued by the Office on May 11, 2005, has not been completed. Both of 
these statements are flatly incorrect. Applicants draw the Office's attention to the Reply to the 
Notice of Missing Parts filed on August 9, 2005, which included the submission of a new 
computer readable form in compliance with 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825. This computer readable 
form of the sequence listing was submitted in response to the Notice that stated the original disk 
submitted with the application was corrupted or otherwise not readable. Not only were the 
requirements of the Notice of Missing Parts completed, but the Office failed to notify the 
Applicant of any informalities associated with the specification that would delay examination. In 
fact, contrary to the Office assertions, the Office actually issued a Notice of Acceptance of 
Application under 35 U.S.. 371 and 37 CFR § 1.495 on March 21, 2006, which is attached 
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herewith as Exhibit A. This Notice of Acceptance was not referenced once in the Notification of 
Defective Response and is plainly contrary to the Office assertions. The Applicants therefore 
respectfully assert that the Notification of Defective Response was sent in error, inaccurately 
describes the facts, provides the Applicant with an insufficient timeframe within which to 
respond, and improperly delayed examination of the application, which otherwise is in 
compliance with 37 CFR § 1.495. Applicants respectfully request that the Notice of defective 
Response be withdrawn. 

Notwithstanding the errors of the Notice of Defective Response and the Notice of 
Acceptance currently on file, Applicants have in good faith attempted to amend the specification 
to include sequence identifiers that were absent in the originally filed specification. A 
replacement specification has been submitted and attached herewith. A section clearly 
disclosing the sequence identifiers has been added to the Brief Description of Drawings in order 
for compliance with 37 CFR § 1.821(d). A section clearly disclosing the sequence identifiers has 
been added to the sections highlighted by the Office. Applicants request that the objection to the 
specification be withdrawn. 
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Conclusion 

Claims 1-84 are in condition for examination. A notice of allowance is earnestly 
solicited.
